WHAT BECAME OF DEMAS ?

Demas is represented an a co-laborer with 
the Apostle Paul, and, no doubt, occupied a 
position of confidence and usefulness. With- 
out any comment the fact is simply stated by 
the apostle, that Demas had forsaken him, 
"having loved this present world." A cloud 
of sadness is thrown over the career of the 
once useful disciple of the I^ord. 

Some men's histories are given at full length 
and in minute detail, while those of others are 
given a few short sentences. The Lord would 
teach us how a man, step by step, may attain 
to the highest state of enjoyment and useful- 
> nesB, or warn us by the solemnity of the fu- 
ture to act our part well in life. 

The fate of l>emas reminds one of the wreck 
of a man-of-war gone to the bottom of the 
deep, with only a few bubbles on the surface 
to mark fur a moment its burial. On the 
smooth surface of an innocent and useful life 
one spot marks the place where sank . an im- 
• mortal spirit, who had set suil for the hcavcu- 
ly port— the love of this present world. 
1 There is no divine law against the love of 

this world as such, but against this love tak- 
ing the place of that of the Father. It is 
right that we . love our families, oar friends, 
onr occupations, &c, but in no case are we 
"j justifiable in allowing our interest in these 
things to divorce our ardent affection from 
God and his service. 

Of necessity we have to do with the affairs 
of the present world — to obtain an honest live- 
lihood bring* a man face to fact* with the 
world and its pursuits, from Monday morning 
to Saturday evening ; but to be ''fervent in 
spirit, ser\ ing the Lord," is not inconsistent 
with that other injunction, namely "not sloth- 
ful in business." 

"What a solemn warning is the fate of De- 
mas to all whom God has called to the office 
and work of the Gospel ministry ! 
* It requires no special foresight to predict 
the result when Christians begin to neglect 
secret prayer, family worship, and the meet- 
ing for prayer and religious experience, be- 
cause their temporal occupations are allowed 
to crowd these duties out of the programme 
of their Uvea. Neglect in these marks the 
spot where many nave made shipwreck of 
fiiith. — Evangelical Messenger.

In my correspondence in No. 32, the typo 
made me say "binder" instead of "builder , as 
I had written.

I said the San Joaquin River is navigable 
all the year. I have since learned that this is 
only the case toward its mouth, and in some 
seasons does not hold good as far up as Lath- 
rop. 

Our meetings with a few exceptions have 
been well attended u the busy season notwith- 
standing. The harvest will now soon be past 
and there are many unsaved. The soul-har- 
vest is apHttee as elsewhere, and with the 
Lord's netp ana guidance, we hope to gather 
in many precious sheaves ; or to suit the fig- 
ure to our country, we hope to gather in the 
grain. 

On the tith of September we expect to have 
a council meeting, at which we will consider 
the propriety of holding a campmeeting this 
fall. Our aged brother, Elder George Wolfe, 
is the father of camp-meetings among the 
Brethren ; but he seems to think that the time 
has come when they might be dropped, or, at 
least held less frequently in California. Sis- 
ter Beer and I paid him a visit yesterday, and 
found him in good spirits and enjoying much 
of the love of God and of the brotherhood. He 
regrets that the German Baptist annual meet- 
ing should make trouble here by interfering 
with his labors in the gospel ; but he is ready 
for the threatened storm. His feet an- plant- 
ed tirinly on the sure foundation; and if con- 
flict there must be, he is ready for it, 

I might state that brother Wolfe is now 
realizing what it is to worship God under his 
"own vine and fig tree." This is true liter- 
ally as well as spiritually with him. His ex- 
tensive gra|x* arbor, is in the shade of his 
beautiful grove of tig tiees, both of which are 
productive. But he is not selfish ; for he 
seems happiest when he can share his good 
things with others, as our well-tilled basket 
testified when we returned home. Our visit 
was very enjoyable, and I hope it was benefi- 
cial to us all. I am sorry to say that brother 
J. P. Wolfe and his family were not at home. 
They are on the West Side attending to some 
repairs on their ranch, but expect to be home 
shortly. 

I might conclude the present corregpond- 
ence by referring to our old brother's fishes. 
In his yard he has a large tank which is sup- 
plied with fresh water by means of a wind- 
mill pump. In this cistern he has a mini ho- 
of fishes, mostly cat-fish. Through kind 
treatment he has succeeded in taming and 
training the in so that they come at his call 
and eat from his hand, showing various signs 
of confidence and appreciation. The si^ht 
afforded me a peculiar pleasure. As I admir- 
ed it, I wondered how long it would have 
taken him to train them in this way hy harsh 
treatment. As they gam hoi around his kind 
li.tud they seem to say, "We are not afraid of 
you ; we like yon, because you are always 
good and kind to us." Such is the law of 
Kindness, and by its invariable application lie 
haw the love, eon Hdenee and esteem of the 
flock over which the 1 loly Spirit has made 
him overseer. May all our elders* do the 
same.

The Case of J. D. McFaden. 

A limit th ice years ago a Methodist minis- 
ter by the name of John D, McFadeu, of the 
State of Delaware, made application to be re- 
ceived into the church of the Brethren (con- 
servative), somewhere in Maryland, but for 
some unexplained, or, unexplaiiiable reason he 
was 1 not received. A year or so later he again 
made an effort to become identified with the 
people that he believed practiced the com- 
mandments of the Gospel more fully than the 
Methodist church, but owing to some con- 
servative connivance, again failed to be re- 
ceived. After the lapse of some time the mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of one of our 
zealous bretheen here in the city, who opened 
a correspondence witn him upon the subject 
of his church relations, which resulted in 
brother McFaden making application to be 
received by the Philadelphia church. Owing to 
aconservative under-current that runs through 
the chureh here, there was considerable ob- 
jection to his reception here. Notwithstand- 
ing this, he was duly received and baptized 
by brother Kciner, our pastor. When we un- 
dertook to have him ordained to the ministry 
we met such an "avalanche" of opposition that 
we failed to accomplish that. 

From here brother McFaden went to Har- 
jier's Ferry, W. Va., the home of his jjarents, 
and while there formed the acquaintance of 
brother E. S. Miller, who invited him topreach 
for them. Brother Miller being impressed 
with the abilities of brother McFaden, pro- 
jtosed bis ordinal ion. and the time fixed for 
that to take place was Aug. 18th or 1'Jth, the 
date upon which brother llolsinger expected 
to reach Washington county, Maryland, and 
1 am informed by letter from brother Holsin- 
ger, that he assisted in the ordination, and he 
will no doubt write about the matter editori- 
ally. 

A; word as to the cause of the opposition 
referred to. Brother McFaden having been 
bi*ou ght to the church by our foremost pro- 
gressives it naturally raised the suspicions of 
our iron Id- lie-conservatives, and there is also 
«««CTivvia,tirifaiAion with our present pastor. 
These two facts sprung the idea that' the 
whole was a scheme to commit the church en- 
tirely to the progressive cause and put broth- 
er McFaden at the head of it. This won id be 
entirely agreeable to a number of the mem- 
ber*, but we were not working with that ob- 
ject in view. 

Brother McFaden is a man of marked abil- 
ities as a pieaeher and goes about the work 
with characteristic and commendable Metho- 
dist vim. Churches that are craving a lively 
series of meeting will do well to call on him.
